There is no risk whatever in signing 


the contracts and in doing so prompt- 
ly. 
The grower retains title to his 


own raisins and a lesai claim on them; 
he will not be bound, according to a 
resolution adopted yesterday, to con- 
tinue in an association which has riot 
enough support jmanmieed to insure 
success. 
There is every reason to sup- 


pose that an association which sue 
ceeded last year under adverse circum- 
stances will Fiirreed still mnre easily 
next year, with' favorable circumstances 
and the prestige of success. 
The 


grower will share in this success under 
a stronger legal guarantee than last 
seaaon.But if.by any mi«hap,the associ- 
ation should UP broken down he will not 
be left with any "bay to hold;" he has 
his raisins and his market, and is no 
worse off than he would be if there 
were no association. 


Unless under very exceptional cir- 


cumstances, a grower who hesitates to 
enter the association, after the experi- 
ence of last season, is simply blind to 
his own self-interest. 
The only pos 


Eible excuse is a desire to let somebody 
else "hold the umbrella." 
But, aside 


from any moral aspects of this motive, 
growers should remember thai 
they 


are far more likely to have an um- 
brella if they hold it themselves. 
The 


very precarious nature- of the footing 
of die association last year induced it 
to hold the umbrella in some cases 
\\hcre it would not do so again.

only sure way to get under the um- 
brella is to procure an honest right to 
be there. 


We hope that signatures will be se- 


cured rapidly.
